Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 5, 6 and 8-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Instant claims are directed to a microparticle formed from a polymeric backbone 
containing 1 ,2-diol or 1 ,3-diol structure and having at least two pendant chains bearing 
crosslinkable groups, which are crosslinked via free-radical polymerization. The prior art 
of record recognizes polymeric materials having the claimed polymeric structure. 
However, the art recognized polymeric materials are not in the form of a microparticle 
as claimed and instead are used as such in the formation of medical implant materials 
and hence are distinct from the claimed microparticle.
